MORAL 


Police and' Reformers Declare 
Majority Residents in Holly 
wood Section Are l*aw-Abid 
ing and Substantial. Differing 
Little Prom Those of Otht 
Communities.

Roscoe (F atty ) Atbuekle was arrest­ 
ed and tried in San Francisco recently 
on a m anslaughter charge growing 
out of the death of V irginia Rappe, 
following a gay hotel party given by 
the rotund comedian, the allegation 
was made th at the Los Aiigeles film 
colony had been the scene of many 
orgies far worse than Arbuckle’s en­ 
tertainm ent. 
From some of the* most influential 
pulpits of the “City of tho Angels” 
were hurled demands th at Hollywood, 
that section of the city which contains 
most of the large rqotion picture stu­ 
dios in southern 
California, “clean 
house quickly and make a good job 
of it.” 
And now, with four months having 
elapsed'since the pastors shouted their 
warnings to audiences of millions of 
persons who read them in all sections 
of the country, the question naturally 
arises; 
Was Hollywood really bad, 
and if so, has it “cleaned up” ? 
As an answer 
the

from four sources and from men wfyo 
stand high In their respective'fields 
of endeavor. In epitomized form these 
finding*. *r«:.

•Mr. Pelletier, who, before he be­ 
came ' identified with the Morals E f­ 
ficiency Association, an organization 
maintained by prom inent public spir­ 
ited citizens of Los Angeles, was su­ 
pervisor of the Uhlted States Hygiene 
Board, has made an exhaustive study 
of the Hollywood social conditions. 


“ S o m e time ago,” said Pelletier, in 
an interview, “I discovered that there 
was a pronounced traffic in drugs in 
the Hollywood colony. 
I learned that 
there was a' trafficker who visited Los 
Angeles every two n in th s, through 
Loa Angeles harbor, and who brought 
large quantities of heroin and cocaine, 
much of which was destined to be sold 
in the movie colony.

from this man, myself, to be used as 
evidence.

this bad reputation.” 
Captain George K. Home, of the

police 
district, does not 
agree with Mr. Pelletier’s figures in 
regard to the “ substantial” and “in­ 
different” people of the film colony. 
“My district is one of the quietest 
uid most decorous in the entire nft* 
don,” said „ C aptain Home, 
"W ith but one or ,two exceptions, 
ny men have never had a call from 
he homes of any of the more prom i­ 
nent men and women op the scrfeeh. 
These calls were only such as might 
come from homes of honest working­ 
men in a m anufacturing district. 
“Taken , as a whole, the people in 
the Hollywpod film wprld are upright, 
law-abiding residents.. They own mile 
after mile of the best homes. 
They 
have bank accounts.

credit. Hollywood is a section o f well- 
conducted households, well-patronized 
hurches and model schools.”
